‘Hindu Marriage (Kerala) Rules, 1963’, which was 
published in the Kerala Gazette No. 36 dated 10-9-1963, 
namely;— 

In Rule 4, after the words ‘under section 8 of the 
Act’ and before the words ‘and in the absence of’, insert 
the following: 


‘or a certified extract from the Register of Marriages 
(Common), maintained under Rule 8 of the Kerala 
Registration of Marriages (Common) Rules 2008’

Explanatory Note 

(This is not a part of the notification but is intended 
to indicate its general purport.) 

Before the amendment, rule 4 required that every 
petition under the Hindu Marriage Act shall be 
accompanied by a certified extract from the Hindu 
Marriage register maintained under section 8 of the Act. 
But since the framing of ‘the Kerala Registration of 
Marriages (Common) Rules, 2008’, most of the 
Hindu Marriages are said to be registered under the said 
rules and not under the Hindu Marriages Act. The 
amendment is made in view of the new registration rules.
